Gil, drunk in Cavanaugh's piace, 
offered to “take on any two of you 
guys." Cavanaugh and Melville 
threw him out of the place. “ 

Gill returned with a gun and fired 
several shots at: Melville.” 

“I'll give. $500 “(£100) to the 
fellow ‘who, puts that: guy “on: the 
spot” Cavanaugh offered.” : 

A few days later Gill: was way- 
laid as he entered another public 
house and was shot down with 
Quinn, a customer who entered be- 
hind him. 

Morton demanded the $500 as- 
serting he was the man who fired 
the fatal shot. Martin. backed up 
his claim and Cavanaugh refused to 
pay, ”. 

‘On October 9, Morton’ and Mar- 
tin were seized and thrown Into a 
car. Martin’ escaped. by jumping 
from the moving vehicle. : 

From statements of the four men, 
detectives stated that they under- 
stood that Dermody, Melville, Mar- 
tin ‘and” Morton particfpated in the 
slaying of Gill and Quinn: that 
Duenigan, Dermody, and Melville 
were the slayers of Morton. 
Cavanaugh, they “said; took no. ac- 
tive part’ in. either: of the crimes.—
